Broad Terms 

HTHE ROYAL commission inquiry into the elec- 
1 tronic “bugging” of a hotel room occupied by a 
pulp union leader is a welcome step and ought to be 
moat interesting if the terms of reference stated by 
Premier Bennett are given their widest interpreta¬ 
tion. The terms give the commissioner power to look 
into all circumstances related to the interference with 
privacy, and the premier has said that to him this 
tneans “a wide-open investigation.” 

The facta In the particula* case that hat given 
rise to the inquiry by former County Court Judge 
It. A. Sargent of Vancouver, perhaps will be fairly 

S uickly established, and were this the only matter to 
e studied there would be some puzzlement as to why 
Premier Bennett would not be satisfied with a Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police investigation and any appro¬ 
priate action that might follow. 

But of more concern to die public are three ques¬ 
tions: To what extent does electronic eavesdropping 
now exit in the province, in private investigation, in 
business competition and in police work? How could 
It possibly be curbed, effectively restricted to legiti¬ 
mate use by the police? And what would be accepted 
by mo6t citizens as legitimate use? 

To the first question the commtarioner might find 
It difficult to obtain much of an answer. The practi¬ 
tioners are hardly apt to troop forward with in¬ 
formation. 

The third of course is the subject of continuing 
debate, although the airing of it before a royal com¬ 
mission would be a healthful exercise. It seems prob¬ 
able that the bulk of the public would be in accord 
with the police having a very limited power to wire¬ 
tap. only with the authorization of a judge in specific 
Instances, but would strongly support a ccsnpteto ban 
on all other clandestine listening-in. 

But the second question is the raal jwnder, and 
If the commissioner could find adequate methods of 
enforcing the prohibition of today’s highly refined 
eavesdropping devices (the Vancouver “bugs” being 
crude by comparison with tome of them) this would 
be a great sendee not only to B.G but to other parti 
of the world. 

Nation Relieved 

C ANADIANS will read with relief that the ffineae 
of the governor-general, the Rt Hon. General 
Georges P. Vanier, DSO, MG is not serious. TJe im¬ 
pediment in the urinary tract, now removed, was 
found to ba benign. ... 

He may bo released from hospital during this 
Weekend. 

But surgery for a man of His Excellency’s years 
—he is 78— is always an ordeal, though it could in 
Ho way impair his unquenchable spirit He survived 
desperately serious wounds, including the Ion of a leg. 
In the First World War. The only concern now of 
those who have so much respect and devotion for this 
gallant and dignified figure la that the heavy respon¬ 
sibilities and exacting occasions in the centenary year 
may overtax him. 

He would be the last man to evade what he con¬ 
siders his duty; but he should be guided by advisers 
concerned with his health in the sure knowledge that 
the Canadian people will understand and sympathize 
with any curtailment of his official program. 

A Last Effort 

*T"HE UNITED APPEAL has now reached 82.7 per 
1 cent of Its 1966 objective of $452,000. This is a 
creditable figure to date; if it were a college exam¬ 
ination mark it would pass many a student towards 
higher status. For the Community Chest agencies, 
however, more is required so that they can carry 
out their assigned welfare roles during the next 12 
months. 

Returns from all the canvassers are of course not 
yet to hand, these of necessity being spread over a 
period that usually exceeds the time allotted in pre¬ 
campaign preparation. As this is written the 82.7 
per cent figure is being raised. 

There is the reminder, however, that no easement 
of effort or of giving may come into play except at 
the risk of the community failing to accomplish its 
goal. One hundred per cent is the figure that spells 
success, or certainly as close to this maximum as may 
enable the Chest agencies to do their required work 
without serious impairment of their value. 

A closing response enabling the United Appeal 
to go over the top is what will ensure the success of 
this year’s Rsd Feather campaign. _

Outdoors emphasis returns to hunting again this holiday 1 
weekend with antierless deer fair game from today until Nov. 
v - 

This is also the time of the year where extra safety precau¬ 
tions should be practised in the bush. Wear blaze orange and bo 
sure of your target before you shoot. 

Both txaiks and doefc are in season. The danger i* that hunt* 
4 *rs don't have to'look for horns. The occasional careless hunter 
may make a sound shot and that sound just could be another 
man. So ... BE SEEN. BE SURE, BE SAFE in this part of 
the hunting season which has become known as the “silly sea¬ 
son." 

Outlook tor goose hunters at Torino this week is pretty 
good so far as birds are concerned, but Reuben Parker reported 
bright sunny weather at Torino Thursday which Isn’t the best 
for waterfowl hunters. Upwards of 5,000 big Canadas are re¬ 
ported flying around the many inlets in the Torino area. 

. * * ★ 

Cowichan Bay is still the best bet for saltwater anglers. 

Jim Gilbert estimates there are still nearly 30,000 fish In 
Cowichan Bay. some of them fresh, bright coho which appear 
to be arriving daily. 

Best fishing has been in the middle of the Bay between 
Genoa Bay and Wilcuma and Gilbert has been getting them ou 
bucktail fly on the surface and as deep as 100 and 150 feet of 
wire line and planer. Jacks and the odd big spring (chlnook) 
are being taken on deep lines. >. 

Brian Ferguson has been getting some good fishing In Cow¬ 
ichan Bay by spin casting from a boat with Rex Field Buzz 
Bombs. 

Grilse fishing is still good In Saanich Inlet, off Tod Inlet, 
Willis Point, Senanus Island, Indian Bay and Bamberton with 
spoons and small minnows and four to six ounces a*, weight. 
The odd coho is bring taken and some Mg winter springs 
(not many) have shown off Bamberton, seemingly on their way 
Into Finlayson Arm. 

Jacksprings are now providing moat of the sport in Fin¬ 
layson Arm with Minnow-Teaser and Strip-Teasers best pro¬ 
ducers. 

Off Oak Bay, It has been mostly jacksprings with the occa¬ 
sional winter spring showing. Spin casters are getting jack- 
springs in Victoria’s outer harbor. 

The winter springs seem to be arriving late, although 
some good catches have been reported from Eaqaimalt waters. 

A few jacksprings have been taken off Pedder Bay. but the 
winter springs have still to arrive. There was fantastic fish¬ 
ing there, at this time last year. A few winter springs srs being 
taken off Secretary Island, but It is a little too early for the 
main run off Whlffen Spit. 

At Campbell River the winter springs are being taken In 
Duncan Bay off the pulp mill. Coho and jacks are being taken 
at Crofton and fish deep for winter springs in Sansum Narrows.

Sayward Forest lakes are all reported pretty fair for trout, 
So combine that hunting trip this weekend with some fishing. 

Coho are late returning to the rivers and are just start¬ 
ing to enter the bigger rivers now. There were few in the 
Nitlnat last weekend when we fished it, but we did manage to 
get a trout and a jack on a Luhr Jensen Sneak spinner. My 
wife, Taffy, found the same lure productive on the Cowichan 
River Friday In the Skutz Falla area and in the Riverbottom- 
Stoltz pool, for both coho and jacks. She released two bright 
coho. Jim Hume used a similar lure to catch an early-run steel- 
trnad in a Sooke river at the weekend. Hams Creek la pro¬ 
ducing iteelhead and there are some steelhead in the Crossover 
section of the San Juan. Stamp and Ash Rivers now contain 
some steelhead. , 

Remember the Cowichan is closed from the weir to (he 
black CNR bridge just above Skutz Falls, which Includes the 
shingle mill pools, the Ripe, The Willow and Cabin Pool fish¬ 
ing waters, but the rest of the Cowichan is open for fiihing.

Buckpasser has earned S1,218,U74. Romeo Hanover’s bankroll is I 

$475,931. By winning the Messenger on top of the Cane Pa$e 
at Yonkers and the Little Brown Jug in Delaware, O.. Romeo 
Hanover became the third horse to take pacing’s Triple Crown. 

A quarter crack suffered in early spring—that’s like a bad 
case of athlete's foot—kept Buckpasser out of the Kentucky 
Derby, Preaknesa, and Belmont Stakes, which make up the 
Triple Crown for thoroughbreds. 

Buckpasser was bred by his owner, Ogden Phipps, chair¬ 
man of the Jockey Club and proprietor of one of the great 
stables of American racing. Romeo Hanover was bought for 
$8,50Q by five poker players and five mah jongg players, all 
from Brooklyn or thereabouts. 

The success of Buckpasser, a son of the magnificent Tom 
Fool and the stakes-winning mare Busanda, supports the 
thoroughbred adage, “Breed the beat to the best and hope for 
the beat.*" The story of Romeo Hanover proves that life can 
he beautiful even without a weekend kt the Concord Hotel in the 
Catskills.

(It had to be the accountant), "f-et's buy. The hell with the 
Concord.” So they did. 

They called themselves the Lucky Star Stable because Lady 
Cindy's trainer. Bill Hudson, never did get all their names 
straight and called each of them ‘‘Lucky." Lady Qndy wasn't 
great, but she collected enough to get them even for their first 
season. Naturally, they were hooked. 

Horse Never Made Race 

That all they got up $10,000 for a two-year-old pacer named 
Star Shadow and $3,800 for the three-year-old Runnymede Meg. 
Tlie kitty wasn't doing it for them now; they had to dig. 
Runnymede Meg never got to the races, hut Star Shadow got 
them even for 1963.. By this time they had taken on a new 
trainer, a skinny, four-eyed 27-yesr-old from the Bronx who 
had atarted out as a fan and had been hooked pretty much as 
they were. 

Jerry Silverman, for the new trainer was indeed he, had 
an idea that you might get a good horse at a reasonable price 
if you bought from the first crop of a well-bred but improved 
■ire. Romeo Hanover was in the first crop by Dancer Hanover, 
a young but unwound son of Adina. and Romeo arms the first colt 
produced by the young Tar Hr«| mare Rorrmla Hanover. 

Romeo wasn't the group'* flrwt choice, however. They had 
gone to the sale at Harrisburg. Fa . with $ 12,000 to spend, and 
they wanted a ajeed called Texan Hanover. He went lor $18,000, 
too high for them. They bid to a trotter named Lariat Hanover 
for $3,500, and that left them with the shorts when their 
second choice. Golden Blend, went for $12,000. 

Finally Romeo came up. He had been their third choice. 
Bill Haughtnn was bidding agalns* them, l*ut that celebrated 
trainer-driver was only shopping for a gift for his wife and he 
hacked off when Mrs. Hatighton said she didn't really want a 
chestnut colt for a pet. They got Romeo for the $8,500 they 
had left. 

As It turned out, Texan Hanover won $13,250, then went 
lame and didn't race this year. Golden Blend, radng mostly in 
Canada, has picked up a hit more than $70,000. By June of last 
year Romeo Hanover hadn’t got to the races, hut when he 
worked a mile In 2:10 with a final quarter In 30 seconds, a 
Manhattan accountant named Milton Finder offered to buy 
him for $30,000. 

Meeting at Cousin’s restaurant, tlw poker players voted 
against throwing in their card*. Instead, they sold Finder • 
quarter interest for $7,500, recovering all but $ 1,000 of the 
purchase price. 

Romeo promptly won his first atari, and the pot haa been 
growing ever since. The chums never did get to the Concord, 
though, and they’ve been too busy counting money to play cards 
or mah Jongg.__

Tame Horseradish 




• » ► 


By M. V. CHESNUT 
The other day, while answering »- 
letter from a reader asking how she 
cuuki owicRle horseradish from her 
garden, I had a flashback of memory to 
a boyhood scene. 1 must have been 
about 10 years old and was cranking the 
meat grinder for my mother as we put 
horseradish root* through It for her 
year’s supply of creamed horseradish. 
Both of us bad tears streaming down 
our faces, for horseradish can h* 
considerably mom pungent than any 
onion. 

★ * * 

Because horseradish wiH grow any¬ 
where, even In the wild it usually gets 
the short end of the stick to our 
gardening operations. This is a mistake 
for, when it is allowed to go its own 
way, it becomes a weedy mat, invading 
other parts of the garden and producing 
twisted, distorted roots which are 
stringy in texture and very bitter in 
flavor. Proper care means stout, 
straight roots which are easy to put 
through the grinder, and its flavor is 
sweet and palatable in spite of its 
pungent heat. 

Annual overhauling should be the 
rule with horseradish and, since the 


plants are completely winter-hardy, this 
is a good time to get the job done, io 
the roots have time to get themselves 
established before hard weather iris in. 
Making over the horseradish patch can 
be done in the spring, but the soil is 
usually pretty wet after the winter rains 
and half the bed will come up in' a 
muddy mass along with the root. This 
isn’t good for, if you leave even one tiny 
piece of root unlifted, it will spread and 
sprout in every dire<?tion the following 
year. Lifted while the soil is still 
reasonably dry, the roots can be forked 
out cleanly and all In one piece. 

After die plants are up, they can be 
divided into pieces, each with a single 
crown, discarding the oddest woody 
portions. The tops of the roots are then 
sliced off, leaving just sticks of roots 
about nine inches long. If more than one 
growth bud or “eye" can be seen in any 
one piece or root, the surplus buds 
should be nipped out to encourage the 
production of thick straight sticks next 
season. 

★ ★ * 

Even though horseradish wiH escape 
from cultivation and establish itself in 
the wild, you can’t produce palatable, 
flavorsome roots from poor soil. So, 


while the roots are out of the ground, 
the bed should be dug over and 
enriched. 

One bucketful of very old rotted 
manure or ripe comiost plus half a 
cupful of superphosphate per square 
yard wifi work wonders, but these 
additives must be thoroughly and 
intimately mixed with the soil all the 
way down to the full depth of your 
spade. With this done, the bed should be 
rolled or trodden, lor horseradish 
detests loose, spongy soil. 

* * * 

The selected roots are planted 
straight up and down, and It is 
Important to get them right side up; for 
this reason It is customary to market the 
roots in some way while trimming and 
preparing them, usually by cutting the 
top of the root straight across and the 
bottom with a slanting cut. In planting, 
space the roots 12 inches apart each 
way and with one Inch of soil over the 
top. 

If most of the roots dug up are 
required for grinding, the one selected 
for replanting can be made to go 
further by splitting them lengthwise 
with a sharp knife before setting them 
in the ground. Each piece, of course, 
must have a growth bud or eya.
